AT PEACE TODAY 


George Lapitz and Joseph 
J. Bezpaletz Buried 
After Touching 
Services 


BRITISH STATESMAN 
CHAMBERLAIN DYING 


Distinguished 
Member of 
the English Government 
and Colleague of Glad­ 
stone Is Dying 


W ith w*d but impressive services, 
the remains of George Lapitz and 
Joseph Bezpaletz, the two boys who 
were drowned in the Mississippi riv­ 
er Sunday while bathing near R un­ 
ning Slough, were interred in their 
final resting place at the Catholic 
cemetery this morning. 
Grief 
stricken 
and 
sorrowing 
friends and relatives followed tho 
two bodies to the g ra\e and evpres­ 
s i n g of sympathy for the bereaved 
families were heard on every side. 
Bezpaletz and Lapitz wer cousins. 
They frere also “ pals.” 
The two 
boys, of about the sa m e age. had the 
greatest regard for each other and 
were frequently secgi together. One 
died trying to save the other. Lapitz 
being drawn 
into the treacherous 
quick sands of a bar and Bezpaleta 
going to his rescue. 
At St. Mary’s church this morning j 
Dr. Condon preached a touching ser­ 
mon 
over the bier of Lapitz. 
The 
church was filled with fellow em­ 
ployes of the deceased and with his 
large circle of friends and sorrow­ 
ing relatives.
